* The falling off in the number of Ships anil Increase of Tonnage in the Years since the 
5th January 1826 is stated by the Officers at Dublin to be accounted for by the general employ- 
ment then for the first time of Trading Vessels navigated by Steam, mo3t of which are upwards of 
200 tons, which had the effect of displacing a number of small sailing vessels previously employed 
in the trade with Liverpool and other Ports. 

Note .— Since the 10th October 1823, in consequence of the introduction of the Regulations in 
force for the Coast Trade in England, the practice of requiring clearances for vessels 
bound in ballast to Ports in Great Britain has been discontinued.
